The deputy horticultural inspectors 
of the -nrnty assembled in the of- 
fice of thei~ chief, Horticultural Com- 
mission>r John P. Coy, Wednesday 
afternce-n. The discussion was gen- 
eral.. They stated that they figured 
it would take two or three weeks 
more to get the navel crop off. Mr. 
Coy states that there igs very little 
dispute from the decision of the 
horticultural department. Any doubt- 
ful oranges are given the water treat- 
ment to determine their worth. 

Mr. Coy. states that there are a 
great manv shipments of fruit trees 
and vines from outside points coming 
into the county at present. He be- 
lfeves that peaches and grapes head 
the list followed closely by cherries 
and pears.

CUCAMONGA ROAD 
10 BE IMPROVED 


Road district improvements in dif- 
ferent seetions of the county will oc- 
cupy the attention of the Board of 
Supervisors when it convenes for the 
weekly session Monday, it became 
known today with the announcement 
that a vote of approbation for the 
formation of road district No. 16, 
taking in Hellman avenue, Cuca- 
monga, will be taken. Road district 
No. 14, that provides for the improve- 
ment of four miles of county high 
ways in the vicinity of Mentone, will 
also come before the board. 

Plans for the formation of the dis- 
trict in Cucamonga have long been 
under way. The subject was first 
proposed in 1918 when bids were 
called for, the project approved, only 
to be rejected July 1 at the last mo: 
ment and the certified checks re- 
turned to those who had made the 
bids. 


in March of 1920 the same project 
was again broached, known ag road 
district improvement No. 10. A reso- 
lution was adopted by the board but 
was discontinued June 28, 1920, when 
the proposal met with the protests of 
many of those who resided inthe 
district. 

Monday, with the majority of the 
Cucamonga residents vitally inter- 
ested in the issue, the resolution, this 
time for road district No. 16, will 
again be passed by the board and 
the date for hearing of pYotests set. 
It is believed that objections will be 
few this time. 

Date for the hearing of protests to 
the formation of the road improve- 
ment district No. 14 near Mentone 
has been set for the next session of 
the board. Four miles of road that 
lead into the mountains near Yucaipa 
will be involved. 

If the formation of the district is 
apprcPed bids for the bonds will be 
called for shortly.

that it received for 2000 cars of 
navels tast season.” 

The navel season will probably 
come to a close between the 15th 
and 25th of April. 


Manager Harlow pronounced the 
condition throughout the 0. K. dis- 
trict as one of the best in Southern 
California, for not only has the 
navel crop turned out an excellent 
result when all the conditions are 
taken into consideration, but sum- 
mer lemon business promises excel- 
lent outcome, for the market to date 
has been strong and with the coming 
of the summer throughout the east, 
a greater demand for lemons will 
probably be experienced. 

Approximately three hundred cars 
of lemons will be shipped out of the 
O. K. district from the 1st of April 
to the close of the summer season 
and indications are that an excel- 
lent price will be received for them,

ASSESSORS HOLD 
MONTHLY MEET 


That March of this year will be on 
a par with the same month of any 
previous year, was the statement of County 
Assessor A, E. Allen, following the con- 
ference with his 17 field deputies in 
his office Tuesday afternoon. At that 
Yime returns that had not been mailed in 
ou the first day of the week were turned 
over to the office force, i 

Deputies engaged in the assessment work 
throughout the county 
office of Assessor Allen for an informal 
two hours of discussing the problems and 
queries that might arise and puzzle the 
individual worker. 

The conference was the first one ot 
its kind ever to be held in the work 
here and Assessor Allen” stated that it 
offered such a satisfactory solution to 
the difficulties of instructing and talking 
over the troubles of the deputies that ft 
will be held regularly on the 28th of 
each month, 

Many Problems Solved 

Discussion of many of the problems met 
with while placing assessments on 
property took place at the meeting yester- 
day, the first of the educational series, 
It was an agreeable surprise to the as- 
office to learn that the delay 
illness among the deputies had 
not caused the returns to fall below nor- 
mal. Another concomitant factor that 
threatened to bring down the average re- 
turns for the first month was the fact 
that five, or almost 30 per cent of the 
1, deputies, were inexperienced when work 
began this year. 

Placing of assessments on automobiles 
is progressing satisfactorily stated Mr. 
with the exception of the fact that 
the workers George Lauterbach 
have been seriously handicapped by the 
non-receipt of the license cards from 
Sacramento, Until then the work must 
be continued in desultory fashion, Only 
approximately one-half of the cards are 
in the local office.

MAINE POINTS THE WAY TO 
REPUBLICAN VICTORY 
HE result of the special election of the Third 
T Maine district on Monday does not bear out 
the claims of those who are insisting that the 
; popularity of the administration is decreasing, 
and that the country is disgusted with a ‘‘do nothing 
Congress’’ and prepared to turn the government over 
to the opposition. 

Practically two-thirds of,.the voters of the district 
cast their votes for the Republican congressional can- 
didate. The proportion of the total vote cast by the 
Republicans was 66 per cent in 1920 and 62 per 
cent this week. The election followed a hard fought 
primary which .aroused some bad feeling. A few days 
before Democrats had made considerable gains in 
municipal elections. On election day country roads 
were almost impassible, owing to a heavy fall of snow 
and sleet, so that the vote was light in the Republican 
portions of the district and heavier in the industrial 
centers, where there is still much unemployment. 

Monday’s election puts the Republicans off for a 
good start in 1922. The Congressional and National 
vommittees supplemented the district and state organ- 
izations in making an effective fight. The National 
Republican was sent to ten thousand Republican 
workers in the district during the short compaign. 
Letters were written and organizers used by National 
Chairman Adams and Congressional Chairman Fess. 
The Republican candidate, Mr. Nelson, made an active 
vanvass. 

‘The Maine motto is ‘‘Dirigo’’—‘‘I point the way.’”’ 
As Maine has done in other years, so does the Pine 
Tree State in 1922. No one claims the Republican 
record is perfect. There is dissatisfaction with it in 
some respects. But, when the alternative is contem- 
plated, who believes that the American people are 
going to turn for relief to the party and the leader- 
ship which got this country into the mess from which 
it is claimed the party in power has not as yet 
made sufficient progress in extricating it? 

Congress is, of course, by no means through with 
the program upon which the Republican ‘party will 
appeal in the’ autumn for the people’s support. The 
tariff law is a measure of special importance to nation- 
al prosperity and to Republican success. The treaties 
which are the outgrowth of the Washington confer- 
ence remain to be ratified. Business conditions are 
growing better, things are on the up-grade. The hori- 
zon of the country and the party is bright with hope.
